against

young man, will be started in the 
Wayne county circuit court at Green­ 
ville on Tuesday. 
Date for the trial 
of the suit, which has attracted wide 
attention in this section because of 
the prominence of the families of the 
young people, was fixed by agreement 
of attorneys. 
The girl, represented in the suit 
by her mother, 
Mrs. 
Rose 
Parks, 
charges that young Marshall proposed 
to her, but after she had “accepted’' 
him he refused to proceed with the 
wedding plans. 
That counsel for young Marshall, 
in an effort 
»o 
ofTset 
the 
girl’s 
charge^ will introduce testimony of 
psychiatrists and alienists to show 
that he was not mentally capable of 
making a marriage contract, is indi­ 
cated in a formal 
answer 
recently 
filed. 
The answer charges that “if any 
proposal of marriage/ was made by 
the defendant” it was while the de­ 
fendant “was mentally incapacitated 
to make or enter into a valid agree­ 
ment.” 
The further defense is made that 
“at that time and all times prior, the 
defendant was a mental defective and I 
was mentally deficient and was, and 
now is, a moron and incapable of en-1 
ter¡ng into marital relations.” It is 
further charged that on account o f ! 
this alleged deficiency he would be un- * 
able to realize the obligations of a j 
husband. 
Expanding this defense, the answer 
explains that Marshall had been ex- j 
amined by psychiatrists, alienists and j 
specialists and found to be mentally' 
defective, and classified as a moron, j 
It is further charged that he couldn’t 
be governed by reason, that he acted 
by impulse. 
It is charged that the 
alienists found that he was incapable ! 
developing mentally. 
Hitting what is expected to "be the 


high point of the defense, the answer 
claims that Miss Parks has been saved 
the humiliation of being the wife of a 
mental defective, and that it was be­ 
cause of his 
mental 
condition that 
Marshall refused to m arry the girl. 
It 
is 
also 
charged that the girl 
sought the marriage only because of 
the defendant’s wealth, and that she 
had no affection for him. 
In answer to these charges of de­ 
fense counsel, the girl’s attorneys will 
make an effort to show that Marshall 
has “ordinary common 
sense,” and 
that he was in full control of his men­ 
tal faculties when he made the pro­ 
posal. 
Miss Parks at the time of the al­ 
leged proposal w-as a pupil 
in 
the 
Charleston high school and is now 
emplbyed in a confectionery. 
There 
is no charge of misconduct on the part 
of either. 
Marshall formerly lived in (’apt* 
Girardeau with his mother, and ac­ 
cording to the plaintiff’s charge has 
property valued in excess of $200,000. 
An array 
of 
legal talent will be 
lined up when the case opens. 
Mar­ 
shall has secured Robert L. Ward of 
Caruthersville, James 
A. Finch 
of 
New Madrid and Albert M. Spradling 
of Cape Girardeau, while the girl is 
represented by Alexander & Coffer of 
Cape Girardeau and J. M. Haw of 
Charleston. 
The case was originally 
filed in Common Pleas court here, but 
transferred to Jackson and later to 
Greenville on changes of venue.—Cape 
Missourian.

poison of prejudice and about whom 
Democrats have spread the germ s of 
discredit. 
That someone should be selected as 
a candidate upon whom all elements 
of the party could unite, has been de­ 
clared in this 
newspaper. 
It 
was 
pointed out that Governor Fred D 
G ardner appeared to be a logical and 
available man. 
We incidentally made 
it clear that it was not a Gardner ca n ­ 
didacy in which we were chiefly in ­ 
terested, but in p arty solidarity and 
we expressed willingness to see any 
other figure upon whom the whole 
party could unite brought forth as the 
candidate. 
True enough any who may desirt 
has the legal right to tun, but the 
moral right is, another thing. 
We be­ 
lieve men who esteem party W’ell be­ 
ing more highly than personal am b i­ 
tion will step aside or desist from e n ­ 
tering a contest. 
Recently John T. Barker, form er at 
torn* v general, and defeated by G ard 
iver for the Democratic gubernatoria 
nomination in 1916, criticised Gardnet 
in a harsh way. 
B arker is not an 
issue ni this discussion and it shall 
not be our purpose to discuss his re a l­ 


ly creditable record a s attorney g en ­ 
eral or his apparent misfortune in 
treatm ent of t h i s particular subject 
Barker am ong other things said of 
Gardner, “ he was in favor of and sent 
a special message to the legislature 
advocating the full assessm ent of fa in 
property in Missouri.” This prejudical 
statem ent is not borne out by the 
facts. 
On April 1, 1919, aftei the legisla­ 
ture had been in session three m onths 
and after the body had turned down 
♦ very other basis of equalization, all 
the way from no set valuation a t all 
to seventy-five 
per 
cent, Governor 
Gardnei sent a m essage to the A ssem ­ 
bly deling with the situation, 


T h e House Journal, Volume 1, pages 
1006 and 1007 of the Fiftieth A ssem ­ 
bly s how s t h e following message from 
Governor G ardner: 
“In my message, January 10th, 1 
stated to your honorable body th at the 
assessim nt returns to the S tate Tax 
Commission fo r 1918 would be su b ­ 
mitted to you when ready. 
I 
m»w 
have the honoi to transm it the saim 
for your inform ation. 
“ In my special message, March 4, 
I called attention to the fact th a t n a ­ 
tion-wide prohibition will cause the 


state to lose two million five hundred 
thousand dollars in revenue this b ie n - 1 
nial period. 
1 also stated th at, in my 
opinion, by exercising the most rigid 
economy it would still be necessary to j 
find some other source of revenue to 
replace this sum to the state. 
“1 recommend for your favorable 
consideration the raising of approxi­ 
mately three-fourths of this am ount 
by slightly increasing the income tax, 
the 
corporation 
franchise tax and 
other revenue m easures intended to 
reach 
intangible 
property. 
In the 
event all the revenue m easures recom ­ 
mended meet your approval, there will 
still be a deficiency of one-fourth of 
the sum form erly received from the 
liquor license. 
“ Upon the supposition th a t the gen­ 
eral property tax is to rem ain for the 
present at least as a p a r t of our gen­ 
eral scheme of sta te taxation, niy view 
is that the revenue shortage caused by 
prohibition should be made up by' dis­ 
tributing same to all classes of prop­ 
erty, both tangible and intangible, and 
thus not become burdensome to a n y ­ 
one. 
Therefore, I feel th a t under the 
circumstances, 
this 
rem aining 
one- 
fourth should be made up from the 
general property tax. 
If a full value assessm ent is to 1m* 
used as a basis of equalization (and 1 
feel that it should be) then I recom ­ 
mend that your honorable body im m e­ 
diately enact statutes to throw safe­ 
guards around the tax p ay ers so that 
local levying bodies will be restricted 
in the amount of taxes possible for 
them to collect. 
The state tax rate of 15 cents for 
general revenue purposes should be 
reduced to conform to the increased 
assessment. 
I suggest a reduction of 
the rate to 9 cents, providing your ap 
propriations do not exceed eighteen 
million dollars. 
“ I suggest that the levy for capital 
bonds and interest be reduced from 
cents to 1 cent, and the levy foi 
school fund certificates be suspended 
for two years, as there is now an am ­ 
ple am ount in this fund for that pe- 
iod.

The foregoing m essage is selt ex­ 
planatory, 
It will be noted that thi 
Governor said th a t his recom m enda­ 
tion w as contingent upon two things; 
first, a reduction of the rate; second, 
a law be enacted to safeguard the ta x ­ 
payer against local levying bodies. Tht 
egislalure did not enact the m easures 
and the full value idea did not meet 
the expressed desire of the governor 
because the two safeguards w ere not 
given him.

It will be noted that of the $ 1 , 2 5 0 , 
090 to be m ade up annually from tht 
loss of revenue on account of national 
prohibition only one-fourth or $.112, 
000, was to be made from the proper­ 
ty tax of the state, which included 
the railroads, 
telephone 
companies, 
automobiles, 
city 
property, 
town 
property and faijjns. 


Tht* 
fa rm e r’s p art of this total 
woud have been approxim ately 
ten 
per cent of the total or about $31,000. 
Assuming th a t there are 1,500,000 pim­ 
ple dependent upon agriculture in the 
state, it would have m eant per capita 
a tax am ounting to the huge am ount 
of tw enty $ents per head to tak e care 
of the prohibition question. 
T hat is 
the only tim e Governor Gardner ever 
made a recom m endation on the sub­ 
ject. 
The most eloquent a rg u m en t in be­ 
half of the G ardner adm inistration 
the farm er can consider is a com pari­ 
son of the 
tax 
receipts under the 
Gardner adm inistration and the Hyde 
regime follownig it. 


In a list of reasons arguing th e u n ­ 
availability 
of G ardner as seen by 
Barker contained in a letter to Om ar 
D. Gray, B arker made a num ber of 
sweeping allegations. 
“ In New York lie voted in favor of 
the Klan.” 
This was grossly untrue. 
He did vote for McAdoo, who was as 
untruthfully branded a Klan candidate 
as A1 Smith was styled a Papal asp ir­ 
ant. 
He also voted in favor of the 
platform condemning proscriptive or­ 
ganizations. 
G ardner voted a num ber of times 
fo r Walsh of M ostana for President. 
Walsh is a Catholic. 
W alsh also voted 
for the platform just as did Gardner. 
"H e was tht author of the state in­ 
come tax 
which never should have 
been passed,” said Barker. 
At this 
time when the agricultural interests 
of Missouri are stu g g h n g unde a b u r­ 
den of taxation, it s e e m s unnecessary 
to argue in subm itting a case as to 
w hether those with incomes of $2000 
or more should pay a tax upon that 
income or the whole burden of ta x a ­ 
tion be diverted to property. 
“ He sent a m essage to the legis­ 
lature advocating the teaching of only 
English in all schools of Missouri,” 
said Barker. 
This is simply a s ta te ­ 
ment lacking amplification. 
Gardner 
advocated th a t the elem entary branch­ 
es in the public schools be taught in 
English. 
He expressed the opinion 
that a child should be so thoroughly 
grounded 
in Americanism and then 
the other l%pguages find place in the 


governor. 
Those who were interested 
in that cam paign can not forget that 
at the elevnth hour the state was 
Hooded with propoganda th a t G ardner 
was a dangerous “ w et” and the Anti- 
Saloon le a g u e turned its guns upon 
him. 
He was asked if he would sign 
a prohibition 
bill 
with the peace, 
health and safety clause attached to 
it (the em ergency clause) wfhich takes 
from the people the rig h t to the re f­ 
erendum and the privilege to vote 
upon a law. 
He did not pussyfoot the 
issue but fran k ly said he would not 
disfranchise the people of Missouri in 
any such manner. 
The adm inistration 
was know fo r zealous law enforce 
ment and clean governm ent. 
G ardner took over the sta te of Mis 


j souri heavily in debt, the heritage of 
yegrs, and pledging his personal cred 
it he secured the financdk with which 
to pay off and place the government 
>n a cash basis. 
T hrough economy

He was one of the outstanding fig 
ures in the g reat national movement 
leading to the federal farm loan sys­ 
tem. 
A fter a study of the European 
banks of this character, he urged ac­ 
tion by the governm ent th a t the farm 
er m ight be relieved from the private 
money lender, w’ho frequently made 
the fa rm e r’s life miserable by the un­ 
certainties attending the year-to-year 
negotiations for credit. 
It was during

“As to the cotton futures market,” 
he said, “there are undoubtedly sev­ 
eral causes combining at the prseent 
1 me to exert a paralyzing effect on 
business. 
In the first place a more 
or less stabilized condition of prices 
h as limited the immediate necessity 
of price insurance and hedging and 
has 
turned 
speculative interest to 
markets offering greater opportunity 
for profit. Conditions in the spinning 
trade have, moreover, been exceeding­ 
ly unsatisfactory due to over spindlage 
and keen competition created by the 
return to more normal activity of Eu­ 
ropean mills after the enforced re­ 
strictions of the war. 
“ In spite of the high consumptive 
rate, the industry, generally speaking 
has been gonig through a more un­ 
profitable and 
unsatisfactory phase 
from which it is only now beginning 
to emerge.

Let’s have a 
pie!” is probably exclaimed In hun­ 
dreds of homes as soon ms the remark 
happens to fit the growing season 
The futnlly fortunate enough to have 
a cherry tree In the garden can count 
on many delicious desserts as well as 
cherry pie. whether the cherries are 
sweet or sour, black, white or red. 
Even when the cherries have to be 
bought, It pays to use them at the 
height of their season when they are 
freahest and cheapest. 
They may be 
served In place of. or In addition to 
other fruits, for the sake of a change 
of flavor. 
Every housekeeper has her own way 
of making cherry p ie ; not every one, 
however, knows the secret of making 
a Juicy fruit pie with a crisp under­ 
crust. 
H ere are several suggestions 
furnished 
by the United States De­ 
partment of Agriculture to lusure suc- 
ceaa: 
Prebake the undercrust until It 
Is 
delicately 
colored, 
but 
not 
too 
brown, or It will be overcooked around 
the edges when the filling has been 
put In and the final cooking Is done 
Thicken the Juice sllghth with flour 
Moisten the rim when laying the top 
crust In place and tuck the edge In 
carefully so that the juice will not leak 
out. 
Prick the crust to allow steam 
to escape. 
For cherry tarts, make any desired 
pastry, and bake the shells on the out­ 
side of muffin pans. 
Cook the fruit 
only long enough to dissolve the sugar, 
thickening the Juice a little If desired. 
Fill the cases with the cooked cher­ 
ries. 
An extra touch may be given by 
adding a meringue or a spoonful of 
whipped cream. 
Cherry Roly Poly. 
A good old-fashioned hot dessert is 
roly poly pudding. 
This can be made 
with any kind of fruit in season 
rasp­ 
berries, blackberries, blueberries, ap­ 
ples or even with dried fruits— raisins, 
dates prunes, figs 
but it Is particu­ 
larly delicious when cherries are used, 
and they are one of the earilext avail­ 
able fresh fruits. 
To make It use :

I teaspoon fuls baking powder 
1 teanpoonfui salt 
cup milk 
cup« pitted cherriee 
cup su gar 
2 teaspoonful« butter

up In a cheesecloth bag, allowing room 
for swelling. 
Steam or boil one hour 
Serve 
with a cherry hard sauce 
made by adding from one-half to one 
cupful of chopped pitted cherries to 
ordinary hHrd sauce. 
Cherry Foam. 
Desserts made with uncooked egg 
white are meant 
to be served and

This Week in Missouri History; 


This week marks the sixty-fourth 
anniversary of the Battle of Wilson’s 
Creek, fought on the tenth of August 
1861, resulted in the defeat of the 
Union troops, under General N athan­ 
iel Lyon, who was killed in the bat­ 
tle, arid ended the first phase of the 
Civil War in Missouri. 
Because 
of 
Missouri's 
strategic 
importance in the struggle between 


[ the North and the South, it was nec­ 
essary to the preservation 
of 
the 
Union that it be brought in definitely 
on the Northern side. 
Early in the 
war, the Union forces, by carefully 
calculated 
plans, 
had succeeded in 
cutting off the whole northern por­ 
tion of the state by occupying im­ 
portant positions along the Missouii 
river, thus preventing the enlistment 
of Southern sympathizers in the Con­ 
federate 
army, 
or with Governor 
Jackson’s state troops. 
So far, the 
Union forces 
had 
been successful, 
and it looked as if the state was soon 
! to be enlisted on the side of the 
North. 
But succeeding events proved the 
i situation very uncertain. 
It was at 
this 
juncture that 
General 
Lyon, 
with less than six thousand Union 
soldiers, left Boonville, the scene of 
his recent victory over Colonel Mar- 
maduke and the state troops, and 
marched towards southwest Missouri, 
in pursuit of General Price s retreat­ 
ing army. 
He expected to be joined 
by reinforcing troops, whose aid he 
would need in meeting the enemy. 
Lyon's 
hope." 
were 
frustrated, 
however, by the decision of General 
Fremont, commander of the Western 
Department of the Union army, to 
send 
all 
available 
reinforcement 
troop^ to Bird’s Point on the Mississ­ 
ippi river, instead of to southwest 
Missouri, where Lyon was expecting 
them. 
He was left aone to take care 
of himself in the face of a superior 
force. 
General Lyon arrived at Spring­ 
field on July 18, 
With about 3,000 of 
his men soon to be discharged, on ac­ 
count of' their enlistment period be­ 
ing up in August, 
and 
reinforce­ 
ments not forthcoming, he was face 
to face with the dilemma of whether 
to retreat and 
lose 
the 
valuable 
ground he had gained or to fight the 
battle against great odds and run 
the 
risk 
of losing it. 
To retreat 
meant loss of Union prestige in Mis­ 
souri and possible disaster and rout 
to Lyon’s army; to fight would dis­ 
concert the enemy, make eventual re­ 
treat more favorable, and hold some 
promise even of victory. 
Lyon chose

the latter, and prepared his men for 
the conflict. 
The Confederate and state troops, 
united 
under 
General Price, were 
gaining strength daily. 
On the 25th 
of Jply Price 
began 
gathering the 
available detachments of his men, 
which were led by Generals McCul­ 
lough, Pearce and himself, and con­ 
centrating 
their 
attentions 
on 
Springfield, 
where 
it was agreed 
they should jointly meet Lyon. Gen. 
McCullough 
was 
given 
command, 
finally, and the Confederates 
were 
ready. 
Lyon had, at the time, about 5,400 
men, while Price and McCullough had 
11,000, besides 2,000 unarmed men. 
After a minor skirmish or two, the 
opposing armies met 
at 
W ilson s 
Creek, ten miles southwest of Spring­ 
field, where the Confederate 
troops 
were 
encamped. 
Lyon 
descended 
upon them in a surprise attack wl^jch 
was calculated to produce an effect 
great enough to offset his deficiency 
in numbers. 
The fighting that en­ 
sued was terrific, Lyon’s men exert­ 
ing themselves to the utmost in an 
effort to gain the advantage, while 
McCullough’s superior force pressed 
relentlessly on. 
In the midst of the 
battle, when the fate of neither side 
was certain, 
General Lyon was kill­ 
ed. 
This loss, together with uncer­ 
tainty regarding the fate of Sigel’s 
men, rendered the Northern troops 
ineffectual, and a retreat was made. 
Reassembling 
Lyon’s 
men, 
Major 
Sturgis, who succeeded to command, 
found that« Sigel’s troops had met 
disastrous 
defea|. 
A fletreat 
to 
Rolla was immediately started. 
Switzler’s “ History of 
Missouri 
contains 
the following graphic ac­ 
count of Lyon’s death: 
“ Early in this desperate and hotly 
contested engagement, General Lyon, 
observing that considerable disorder 
preyailed among some of the Union 
troops, led his horse along the line 
on the left of Totten’s battery and 
endeavored to rally them. 
While do­ 
ing so his horse was killed, and he 
received a wound in the leg and one 
in 
the 
head. 
Major Sturgis dis­ 
mounted one of 
his 
orderlies anti 
tendered the horse to General Lyon, 
which he mounted, and, swinging his 
hat in the air, called to the troops 
nearest him to follow. 
The Second 
Kansas 
gallantly responed. 
About 
the same time a fatal ball was lodged 
in General Lyon’s breast, inflicting 
a mortal wound. 
Lyon was killed!" 
The Civil War produced 
no 
man 
more determined and unselfish in de­ 
votion to the Union than General 
Nathaniel Lyon. 
He possessed 
in 
high degree 
ffiose 
qualities which 
make for 
success—even in defeat. 
His ideals, religion, and life centered 
around 
country. 
Small of stature, 
inconspicious except in manner, this 
red 
bearded 
Connecticut 
Yankee 
bachelor left an indelible impression 
on his times. 
He died at the early 
age 
of 
forty-two year?. 
All his 
property, amounting to $30,000 was 
left to his country. 
With the retreat 
of 
the 
Union 
troops to Rolla, the southwest part 
of Missouri was left in the control 
of 
the 
Confederates, and the first 
period of the war in Missouri closed. 
Greater than the loss of men and 
territory to the Union, however, was 
the loss of General Lyon, who histor­ 
ians and military leaders say was 
perhaps 
the 
greatest influence in 
Missouri, 
along 
with 
his 
friend 
Blair, in keeping the state in the 
Union. 
His work in this 
state 
ex 
tended over a period of 
only 
six 
months, 
and 
yet 
his 
accomplish 
monts were far-reaching in import­ 
ance. 
If he had not been killed at 
Wilson’s Creek, it is said there might 
have been a Union victory, and the 
struggle 
for 
Missouri would have 
ended almost a year earlier than it 
actually was. 


TO BUILl) BRIDGE OVER

Hayti, Mo., Aug. 6.—It has at last 
been decided to run the No. 84 high­ 
way on into Hayti. 
This has been 
held up for some time on account of 
the road crossing the railroad. 
This 
crossing is one of the most danger­ 
ous in the country. 
There are five 
different tracks here. 
The view from 
one side is cut off by the Arkansas 
Grocer Co., and since there is always 
a box car the view is cut off from the 
side 
next to town. 
State 
officials 
have had up the matter of building 
a bridge over the railroad tor some 
time and have at last decided to do 
so. 
This is the reason th^t the high­ 
way will be built on into town. 
It 
will mean the elimination of one of 
the most dangerous crossings in #the 
whole country.

here, this road also opens up a new 
territory, and gives them access to 
H ayti at any time of the year. Along 
this road there is some of the best 
land in the county, and by giving 
them access to the towns at all times 
of the year should

Canker worms may not be serious 
for a number of years and this fact 
causes many growers to be somewhat 
careless about tHe treatment of this 
pest. 
Canker worms may become seri­ 
ous at Miry time, and It Is always ad 
vlsable to pay close attention to the 
reports of entomologists, to examine 
the trees for evidence of their pres­ 
ence, and to he prepared to give them 
prompt and vigorous treatment. 
The 
following recommendations have been 
issued by the entomologists of the 
Pennsylvania department of 
agricul­ 
ture : 
“Canker worms can be eradicated 
he a careful and thorough spraying 
with lead arsenate, at the rate of one 
and one-half pounds of powdered lead 
arsenate to 50 gallons of water In the 
spring or early 
summer 
when 
the 
worms a r e first seen. Two pounds of 
the poison should be added 
to the 
same quantity of water If the spray­ 
ing operation 
Is delayed 
until the 
worms are half-grown. 
“When it is Impractical to spray the 
trees, the canker worms may he con 
trolled by sticky hands, tree tangle­ 
foot, or similar material, which may 
he applied directly to the bark or on 


h a n d s of heavy paper or cotton hat­ 
ting closely drawn around 
the tree. 
These band* should he placed during 
the spring for the first appearance of 
the worms, and during October for the 
fall species 
the hitter should he kept 
In n sticky condition until the follow­ 
ing May to prevent both the wingless 
adult females and the newly hatched 
caterpillars from ascending the tree. 
“Canker worms are known to most 
fruit growers and farmers, anfl ma> 
he 
distinguished 
from many 
other 
caterpillars by 
their looping habit, 
which g a v e them the name of ‘loopers 
or 'measuring worms.’ They are about 
three-fourths of an inch long, and pale 
green or dark brown In color, varying 
with age a n d condition. These worms 
devour 
all 
><*rts of leaves, but are 
specially active on apple 
and 
pear 
trees.’’

Smooth sprouts the size of the little 
finger or smaller and which are near 
the trunk of the tree are selected for 
the insertion of the buds. 
The buds are inserted near where 
these smaller sprouts emerge from the 
larger branches and at pruning time 
the part of these stocks above tlie bud 
is cut off if the bud has been suc­ 
cessful. 
Where one lias plenty of time, as 
many as twenty or even more buds 
may he inserted in one tree, distributed 
SO as 
to give the new growth the 
proper shape. 
If enough of the buds live all the 
original growth may be cut away tlie 
following fall or winter, although it is 
often desirable to b»a\e a part of the 
old growth for another crop till tbs 
new growth has had another ,\ear. 
Trees top-worked In this *way will 
bear fruit the second year atter. Ap­ 
ple trees are usually grafted, but iua> 
b e budded as well. 
With the peach 
tlte graft is rarely successful, while it 
Is easy to get the buds to live. 
No wax is necessary In budding; a 
T-shaped incision is made in tlie stock 
and tlie bud pushed into this opening 
and tied to its place. 
In cutting tlte bud from the new 
growth of the desired variety a small 
hit of wood is taken off with it, that 
is, you cut u little deeper than the 
bark in order to be sure of getting the 
inner hark or cambium layer.

the buds have started remove the 
wrapping.

"As to the cotton futures market," 
he said, “there are undoubtedly sev­ 
eral causes combining at the prseent 
t me to exert a paralyzing effect on 
business.

“ In spite of the high consumptive 
rate, tin* industry, generally speaking 
has been gonig through a more un­ 
profitable and 
unsatisfactory phase 
from which it is only now beginning 
to emerge.

For cherry tarts, make any desired 
pastry, and bake the shells on the out­ 
side of rnuflln pans. 
Cook the fruit 
only long enough to dissolve the sugar, 
thickening the Juice a little If desired. 
Fill the cases with the cooked cher­ 
ries. 
An extra touch may he given by 
adding a meringue or a spoonful of 
whipped cream.

This Week in Missouri History. 


This 
week marks the sixty-fourth 
anniversary of the Battle of Wilson’s 
Creek, fought <,n the tenth of August 
1861, resulted in the defeat of the 
Union troops, under General Nathan­ 
iel Lyon, who was killed in the bat­ 
tle, arid ended the first phase of the 
Civil War in Missouri. 
Because 
of 
Missouri’s 
strategic 
importance in the struggle between 


the North and the South, it was nec­ 
essary to the preservation 
of 
the 
Union that it be brought in definitely 
on the Northern side. 
Early in the 
war, the Union forces, by carefully 
calculated 
plans, 
had succeeded ir. 
cutting off the whole northern por­ 
tion of the state by occupying im­ 
portant positions along the Missouri 
river, thus preventing the enlistment 
of Southern sympathizers in the ('on- 
federate 
army, 
or with Governor 
Jackson’s state troops. 
So far, the 
Union forces 
had 
been successful, 
and it looked as if the state was soon 
to be enlisted on the side of the 
North. 
But succeeding events proved! the 
situation very uncertain. 
It was at 
this 
juncture that 
General 
Lyon, 
with less than six thousand Union 
soldiers, left Boonville, the scene of 
his recent victory over Colonel Mar- 
mnduke and the state troops, and 
marched towards southwest Missouri, 
in pursuit «if General l*rice’s retreat 
ing army. 
He expected to be joined 
by reinforcing troops, whose aid hr 
would m*ed in meeting the enemy. 
Lyon’s 
hopes 
were 
fru stra te d ,1 
; however, by the decision of General 
Fremont, commander of the Western 
, Department of the Union army, to 
send 
all 
available 
reinforcement 
troop* to Bird’s Point «»n the Mississ­ 
ippi river, instead of to southwest 
Missouri, where Lyon was expecting 
I them. 
He was left aone to take care 
! of himself in the face of a superior 
I force. 
General Lyon arrived at Spring­ 
field on July 13. 
With about 3,000 of 
his men soon to be discharged, on ac­ 
count of their enlistment period be­ 
ing up in August, 
and 
reinforce­ 
ments not forthc«»ming, he was face 
to face with the dilemma of whether 
to retreat and 
l«*se 
the 
valuable 
ground he had gained or to fight the 
battle* against great odds and run 
the 
risk 
of losing it. 
To retreat 
meant loss of Union prestige in Mis­ 
souri and possible disaster and rout 
to Lyon’s army; to fight would dis­ 
concert the enemy, make eventual re­ 
treat more favorable, and hold some 
promise even of victory. 
Lyon chose 


the latter, and prepared his men for-T O BUILD BRIDGE OVER 
the conflict. 
The Confederate and state troops, 
united 
under 
General Price, were 
gaining strength daily. 
On the 25th 
of Jply Price 
began 
gathering the 
available detachments of his 
men, 
which were led by Generals McCul­ 
lough, Pearce and himself, an«l con­ 
centrating 
their 
attentions 
on 
Springfield, 
where 
it was agreed 
they should jointly meet Lyon. Gen. 
McCullough 
was 
given 
command, 
finally, and the Confederates 
were 
ready. 
Lyon had, at the time, about 5,400 
men, while Price and McCullough had 
11,000, besides 2,000 unarmed men. 
After a minor skirmish or two, the 
opposing armies met 
at 
Wilson’s 
Creek, ten miles southwest of Spring­ 
field, where the Confederate

encamped. 
Lyon 
descended 
upon them in a surprise attack whjch
